He ia i 
pronounced Allison man, and today an

convention has narrowed down to Frank 
Coombs of Napa and W. E. Arthur of 
Pasadena. Both are ardent McKinley 
men, but the San Francisco McKinley 
men are for Coombs in the hope that he 
will seat their delegation in preference 
to the Spreckels delegation. It ie a case 
of southern against northern Galifornia. 
The south is united and can swing 203 
votes solid for Arthur. This they pro- 
pose to do and also will take a promi- 
nent part in settling the squabbles 
among the contesting delegations from 
San Francisco, Alamedaand Sacramento 
counties. 


The Los Angclofl delegation caucused 


this afternoon. H. '/,. Osborue, propri- 
etor of the Los Angeles J^-presB, was 
elected chairman, and L. 0. Brown of 
Pasadena secretary. Arthur was in- 
dorsed for chairman of the convention,

SACRAMENTO, May 4 —Late tonight af- 


fairs were straightened out so that it 
looks as if Southern California were go- 
ing to carry off all tho plums. It is re- 
ported on good authority that a com- 
bine has been effected whereby U. 8. 
Grant, Jr., will receive at least 400 
votes for delegate-at-larce. Sheldon of 
Loa Angelos, it is conceded, will alao 
be nominated, and the men from the 
south are now concentrating their en- 
ergiea upon the chairmanship. It waa 
decided tonight, by the state central 
committee that nil contests should be 
settled in the convention and the men 
from below Tehacbapi figure that with 
their solid block of 203 votea they can 
dictate the nomination of the chairman. 
It ia reported that the Spear delegation 
has made a deal with Southern Califor- 
nia to use all their energies to help the 
eouth get the nominations of Sheldon 
and Grant aa delcgatea-at-large and the 
election of Arthur as chairman. In re- 
turn Arthur ia to appoint a committee 
on credentials that will seat the Spear 
men. 


If this program is carried out the 


Spreckels faction will be utterly routed. 
The southern men howover,seem to be a 
little afraid of their own man, Arthur 
and now that there ia a probability of 
his election they are beginning to think 
they are asking too much of the conven- 
tion. There ia a possibility that the 
northern and central delegates may get 
togother before morning and unite upon 
Coomba of Napa, or if tho opposition to 
him ia too strong upon aomo other man. 
Some of tho delegates from below are 
afraid that there is n scheme on foot to 
give them all the empty honors at thia 
convention, and that at the next con- 
vention when tho real oliicers and pa- 
tronage will he distributed they will be 
left out in the cold. This feeling may 
serve to elect Coomba chairman. 


At the meeting of the state central 


committee tonight, called ostensibly to 
settle the fight in the San Francisco 
delegation, there waa'a show of tho 
strength of the two factions. The anti- 
Spreckele men seemed to have the best 
of it, and after a long wrangle over the 
admission of proxies, the meeting ab- 
ruptly adjourned without accomplishing 
anything. 


As yet there has not been much at-

near him, and they were all alive. The 
moEt heroic efforts to liberate these 
sufferers were inado up to midnight. 


The shock was terrific and was felt 


all over the city, and piled one brick 
upon another in the left, front and rear 
walls of the building while the adjacent 
buildings were badly damaged. The 
glass was broken out of street cara that 
were pas. ing at the time, and one of the 
cars waa badly wrecked, out none of the 
passengers were seriously hurt. All the 
horses in the immediate neighborhood 
broke from their fastenings and ran 
away, and there was not only intense 
excitement but the greatest confusion. 
The dust and dirt continued flying for a 
long time ao densely that the work of 
rescuing the victims proceeded with dif- 
ficulty, although the police and fire de- 
partments were called to the wreck. 
The saloons were said to be quite full of 
people. 
One of the bartenders, who

the previous week. 


There has been no damaging frost 


thia week, the climatic conditions while 
detrimental to the fruit and berry crop 
has been of great value to the grain 
crop, as it haa improved very much dur- 
ing the pnal seven days. 


Hay haa been put back on account of 


tho ehowery woather, although ready 
and ripe for the alckle, but it will luive 
to stand until warmer weather and more 
sunshine prevails. 


The week aa a whole has not been vory 


encouraging, but it haa buon of much 
greater benefit to all crops than was the 
week previous.
